To all, and especially to the seniors 
of Orange county high schools, they 
extend a true Spanish welcome and 
courteous hospitality. 


CUSTOMS OF 
OLD MEXICO 


Every race has in its history the 
tradition of a spring festival of some 
sort. The Greeks honored Dionysus 
in hopes that their crops would be 
plentiful, and the Romans paid tri- 
bute to Demeter for a similar rea- 
son, 

A pleasure loving people, the Span- 
ish Dons of California were not con- 
tent with a festival each spring but 
seized every opportunity and faintest 
excuse for declaring a fiesta. To 
them amusements were a part of the 
serious business of living, and every 
important event in their lives, whe- 
ther it was arrival of the governor 
or the birth of a babe, was accompan- 
ied by much merry-making. No home 
was too small or income too meager 
to prevent the Spanish love of fes- 
tivity from finding expression. 

Each fiesta was characterized by 
dancing, feasting, and contests, and 
participated in by the whole 
countryside for miles around. The 
arrival in the pueblo of a governor, 
military officer, or captain of a trad- 
ing vessel was the occasion for the 
turning out of the entire pueblo to 
welcome the visitor. The homes of 
the most prominent. citizens 
thrown open to the guest and a large 
part of the ppopulation, as feasting, 
dancing, and a whirl of entertain- 
ment honored the visitor for several 
weeks, 

If it were a rodeo which was the 
incentive for the 
feats with horse and reata were most 
prominent. Following the work of 
the roundup all took part in a great 
feast and the whole affair was cli- 
maxed with a grand ball. 

Birth and marriage were outstand- 
ing events. in the lives of the, Cali- 
fornia Dons, and each was accompan- 
ied by much merry-making. All the 
friends and relatives were invited to 
the feasting whigh followed, and in 
the case of a wedding the bridegroom 
must provide food and entertainment 
for the entire bridal party—not only 
for three or four days but often for 
as long as a week or more. 

The greatest festival of the whole 
year was held at Christmas time on 
“La Noche Buena’. A _ distinctive 
characteristic of this festival was the 
presentation of a sacred drama called 
“Los Pastores”’. 

The week before Lent was also a 
carnival time. This fiesta was marked 
by the “‘Cascarone balls’, which be- 
came as characteristic of California 
as the Mardi Gras was of Europe. 
At these socials, egg shells which had 
been previously emptied of their con 
tents through a tiny hole, were filled 
with bright bits of paper and perfume 
and sometimes with gold dust. These 
eggs were then broken by the dancers 
on the heads of their favorites, their
